M. Pichon was of opinion that the pre- 
liminaries of the Peace Treaty might be 
ready for gignature by the middle of May.

peace. 

The Conference has not yet considered!

PUBLIC PROTESTS IN’ MALAYA, | 


A meeting of doctors held in the Binga- 
pore Cricket Olub on February 18th very 
atrongly voiokd their indignation and 
sense of injustior at the commandeering 
of the BP. & O. steamships Nore ant 
Vorare for the repatriation of German 
women and children from China, result- 
ing in th postponement of the Home- 
ward passages of a number of British

annul ur at least, mitigate the arbitrary 
action of the Home Government in com- 
mandeering certain vessels which had 
been practically reserved for the repatria- 
tion of local women and! children. As 
medical men, thoy knew that during the 
last year or byvo they had had to face 
clinical problems with which prior to 1814 
they were unacquainted. Those clinical 
problems were nothing more nor, Jess than 
the effects of prolonged compulsory resi- 
dence in a climate such as this, and they 
had had and stil) had only one remedy, 
the obvious one of leaving the Colony as 


soon as possiblé. Impressed by these con. 


| ditions that they had found in their 


practice, they joined hands with their 
colleagues of the F.M.5. some months ago 
in, sending a suggestion to the Govern- 
ment that they should ser that accom- 
mnodation was made available as early as 
possible in the year for the repatriation 
of women ,and children, When those 
ynatters scemed to he in a fair way to 
arranging themselves, the news was sprung

1702, brought him the grant of a profes. 
sorship in the University of Coimbra 
from the King of Portugal, a lurge pen- 
sion, and an exclusive right to his patent, 
Death penalty was put upon any ono 
who presumed upon the "' expresa Jicenan 
of the inventor,” 


HAD MAIL ROUTER PLANNED. 


Father Laurent foreaaw the grea, com- 
mercial future of the airplane, and was 
undoubtedly the first to plan an air 
mail-route, Hia flying ship was to carry 
letters between Portugal and her colonics, 
which then “ bordered the extremities o: 
the earth.” The flying ship was eventual. 
ly to bring an air route for the whole of 
Europe. 

An old London [ost of December 
gend, 1709, blazoned news of the invention 
abroad, and reproduced an engraving of 
the picture, People believed in it. This 
was no freak invention. Others had 
failed, but eurely o ship of such mar: 
yelloug design would fly safely, and more 
speedily than anything trave led on Jand 
cor sea, moking at feast two hundred 
miles in twenty-four houre aa hor inventor 
elnimed she would do. . . . 

In. his addresg before “the King of 
Portugal, Father Laurent, in explaining 
hig invention pointed out to hig majesty 
the advantages of sending instructions to 
generals in «distant battlefields by the 
flying ship. He also pointed out how

inerchants could obtain their wares from 
foreign ports. e

STRANGE PEACE OFFER. 
AN ALLEGED PROPOSAL IN 1917. 


Newspapers from- Homo give very 
ourions ‘accounts of 
plrange. tory of a peace offer alleged to 

n made to Germany and Austria 
ay the close of 1017. Tho offer, of courses, 
was supposed to have come from Presid- 
ent. Wilson. . 

Following on the 
letter from Count Czornin, the ox- 
Austro-Hungarian Foreign Minister, 
appearing in the Neuve Frere Presse, the 
Vienna Professor, Dr. Joffe, publishes a 
communication from Count Ozernin 
addressed to ‘a messenger from a con- 
fidential agent of President Wilson at 
Geneva.” Dr, Joffe saya: — ‘ Count 
Czornin received no peace offer. The 
offer in question was only made to Ger- 
many. but, Count Czernin received a 
brief communication, to which he an- 
awored, under date January 2nd, 1916, as 
follows: ‘Your verbal statement inter- 
ested mo in a high degree, and | fully 
respect the patriotic interest you devote 
to all these difficult problems, but, after 
further consideration of your communi- 
cation, I come to the conclusion that for 
tactical and political reasons it ie in- 
advisable at, the present moment, and 
probably alao in the immediate future, 
to spin thia thread further. I have the 
hotour to request you for the moment nol 
to go abroad and propose, Sir, at a suit. 
able moment, to communicate with you 
for the purpose of securing your valuablo 
co-operation—.Czernin, M.P. (Minister 
Plenipotentiary).’ ue 7 

Dr. Joffe further states that, the offer 
of peace from President Wilson was not 
received by tho. German Under-Secretary 
of Btate, Baron von dem Bussohe, on 
September loth, 1917, bué on Docombor 
10th of that year. Dr, Joffe adds that he 
thinks it remarkable that the Wolff 
Bureau on November 20th and 21st, 1918, 
denied the receipt of any peace offer from 
any of the belligerent Powers. “Tt 
shows,” he says, “ that even to-day, after 
the revolution, the German Foreign De- 
partment continues to employ the old 
methods which have brought Germany 80
